I. A telephone call is made to Mr. Charles R. Wolfe, Jr. at about 2:05 PM on 18 October 
2004 to request a cancellation of the non-elected invention of the material claims 16-28 for an 
early allowance of the specification and to speed up the prosecution. However, Mr. Wolfe is not 
at his desk. 

XL Applicant's election with traverse of the invention of the method claims 1-15 in the reply 
filed on 29 September 2004 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that there are (1) 
broad terpene ether chemical agent and (2) its narrowly using agent in a method. This is not 
found persuasive because it is on the record as clearly pointed out and set forth that a narrow 
method can only be rejoined with the broadly elected chemical agent only. The broad chemical 
agent has different and distinct utility in the art. See at least in applicants prior art submission. 
No broad terpene ether chemical agent is considered or searched since its invention is not 
elected. It is now notified for the record. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.

(1) Terpene ether is known in the art. Please applicants' prior art submission with respect 
to Scheidl et al (4,590,302), Pavlin (4,698,180), Wagner et al (6,395,689).
